Avr 14.— TIm argn- 
mmni in tbe Jett and White eaae clos- 
ed at 10:48 Tbursdajr mornlns. Tbe 
Jury almost Immediately waa handed 
tbe iastructioDB and sent to the Jury 
room. /Tbe aberiff and one deputy 
ware ordered to remain at the door. 
Two deputiea were left with the prle- 
oneni and the others were Instructed 
to allow no one to loiter In tbe court- 
house yard or In front of the building. 

White, who was pale and seemed al- 
moat proatrated with fear, talked with 
one of the deputy ataerllta Wltk him, 
Id tbe hope of getting aome comfort- 
ing statement from him. He seemed 
to think It certain that Jett would get 
a severe sentence, for, as be shudder- 
ed, he said he hoped he would not get 
the same aentence. Jett, however, 
Itept up an air of braggadocio and re- 
marked with confldenre that the Jury 
would never convict him. 

At noon tho jury -wont to dinner. 
At 1:30 p. m. the jury resumed its de- 
liberations In the Jury room. 

At 6.20 Thursday afternoon Judge 
Osborne directed flherift Leach to call 
the Jury from the room, and when 
called Judge Osborne asked them It 
tJhcy had rendered their verdict, when 
Foreman D. EI McCauley said that 
they had not Judge Osborne then ad- 
vised them and put them In charge of 
the sheriff and his deputy, and he told 
them that after supper they might dls- 
cuss it amonK themselves and that 
then they could retire to their beds 
for tbe night They are to come back 
at t:tO Friday morning. Judge Os- 
borne stated to a prasa raportar that be 
Intended Iceeping them at their work 
until 1 o'clock Sunday night to see if 
they would render a verdict in the 
case. It Is tbe opinion of all that a 
Dung Jury is the result of this case, 
rhe attorneys for the defense are Jubl 
lant and Jett is laughing and talking 
with them and amoldng cigarettea, hut 
White ia much depraaaad in apirlta.

Convict Henry Youtaey on the itand 
For Throo Hour* Tknroday. 

Georgetown, Ky., Aug. 14.— On the 
witness stand for three hours Thurs- 
day afternoon Convict Henry Youtsey 
gave very damaging teatlniony against 
Caleb Pomra in the Ooebel murder 
conspiracy case. He testlf^td that In 
January, 1901, he signed an affidavit 
for Powers as to his innocence, to pre- 
sent to the republican Judgea of the 
court of appeala to secure from them a 
reversal of the life sentence given him, 
Powers. He said that at tbe time ho 
signed that affidavit both Powers and 
himself knew it to be false, and tkat 
UMore bo would oonaent to aflx his 
signature to It he, Youtsey, required 
Powers to sign an agreement waiving 
the truth or falsity of it, and also 
agreeing to never let it become public 
or to use it openly in court, and to 
return it to blm. Youtsey, within 15 
>lays. He saye the affidavit was not re- 
turned by Powers, and he, Youtsey, 
kept tbe written agreement He pro- 
duced the agreement in court with 
Powers' signature attacked, and the 
affair created quite a sensation in the 
court room. Youtsey's wife has been 
for two years the innocent custodian 
of this document. Fearing that he 
would lose it in the Jail to which he 
was sent from time to time, Youtsey 
sealed It up In an envelope and sent It 
to her with Instructions not to open it. 
She kept It until he sent for it to go 
before tbe grand Jury, and, unaware of 
its character, she restsored it to blm 
and It was opened tn the presence of 
tbe Jury. Youtsey's cross-examination 
waa not c omploted Thursda y.

WERE ATTENDIN6 BAND CONCERT 



Tbrao Men Were Instantly Killed. 
Threa Probably Fatally IiUnred« 
aaa SO Man BadlrHarti 



Ha Reloaded and Fired teversJ Times 
at tho Fleeing Men and Women— 
Raaisttd Arrest and Waa Kill* 
ed By a Pol iceman. 

Wlnfleld, Kan., Aug. 14.— Angered 
by tbe music of a band concert, Gil- 
bert Twigg, once a soldier in the Phil 
ipplnes, armed himself Thursday night 
with a double-barreled shotgun and a 
revolver and attacked a crowd of 8,000 
persona that aurronadad tbt band* 
stand, killing three man, prObably 
fatally wounding three others and in- 
juring 20 more before he was shot by 
a policeman. Besides Twigg, the dead 
are Sterling Rice, Dnwaon Tillotaon 
and D. Bowman. 

Tho band had Just finished playing 
"Hiawatha" when Twigg came up and 
fired both barrels of bis shotgun at 
the bandstand. R. E. Oliver, a musi- 
cian, fell with bis back and arms full 
of shot. 

Tho crowd aurged toward Twigg 
and he, having reloaded his piece, 

fired two charges Into the audience. 
Men and women fell to the ground in 
pain, crushing children beneath them. 
Those who were not injured scattered 
in every direction hut one, knocking 
many others to the ground. This 
panic allowed Twigg to reload and flro 
several times at the fleeing men and 
women. At last Policeman George 
Nichols came up and, waiting behind 
a tree for an opportune moment, con- 
fronted Twigg, Just as the mad man 
bad discharged bia fowling piece. 

Twigg dropped the shotgun and, 
drawing a pistol, fired at the police- 
man. The bullet went wild. Before 
Twigg bad time to fire a second bul- 
let Nichols put a bullet through tbe 
man's abdomen. Twigg fell, mortally 
wounded. He endeavored to fire again 
at YnrMWrtmt he waa eo bolplaae that 
the bullet entered hU own chin, pass- 
ing out through the top of his head. 
Tbe frightened fugitives then returned 
to the bandstand and aided the wound- 
ed. Twigg was a miliar and the men 
about town referred to him aa "Crasy 
Twigg." but no one thought him dan- 
gerous. He lived In New Mexico for 
some time before he enlisted as a sol- 
dier to light in the Philippines.

London, Aug. 14.— The Daily Mail 
printa a dispatch from Belgrade wbteh 
aaya that the Turidab troopa doatroy- 
ed tbo village of Leekvats and 14 other 

places in the district of Uskiib and 
that tbe insurgents have burned the 
villages of Nakolet and Krani, Inhab- 
ited by Albanians, and the Turkish vll- 
laga of Kaahanl. It ia steUd that 
when tbo inaurgenta captured the 
Turkish mall a few days ago they car- 
ried off 1125,000. 

Salonica, Aug. 12. — Information from 
Monastir is to the effect that tbe in- 
surgents have occupied Klisura and 
Plaaordere and that the Albanian reb- 
els have been disastrously defeated 
in tbe Debyrsko region. A Turkish 
post near Sdrnvitch lias been robbed. 

Athens, Grccco, Aur. 14. — The Mace- 
donians in Grt'tfe petitioned Premier 
Ralli for permission to cross the fron. 
tier with arms in order to join their 
brethren in Macedonia. M. Ralli re- 
fused to grant the permission and 
counselled them to remain quiet. 

Reports received from government 
agents in various districts of Macedo- 
nia are of a disquieting character. 
They say the outbreak is steadily pro- 
gressing and now extending northward 
from Monastir and also toward Sa- 
lonica. Numbers of new adherents are 
dally Joining the Insurgent bands. 
Kruscbevo Is still In the hands of the 
insurgents, who have also captured 
Klisura, the chief town In the Saajak 
of Mahls, villayet of Monastir. 

Sofia, Aug. 14. — Gen. Tioncheff, 
president of the Macedonian commit- 
tee, and his friend. Col. Jankoff. both 
of whom are ex-soldlers in the Bulga- 
rian army, have been arrested by the 
Bulgarian police. 

The Macedonian leaders expressed 
themselves as greatly disappointed 
with what they aspert is th(^ distinct- 
ly hostile attitude of America tnward 
their cause as manifested In the \ittrr- 
ancea of the press. Dr. Christo Tar- 
terdeff. one of the preeldents of tho 
Central Internal Macedonian commit- 
tee, Thursday told a press representa- 
tive that lii.'< party was ((inviiued that 
American newspapers had been bought 
with Turkish gold. 

"There seems to be no other expla- 
nation for tbe tone of their articles," 
said he. "They are not only unsym- 
pathetic toward the movement, but 
dpcideiiiy inimical to it. If i» impos- 
sible that such an attitude could arise 
from ignorance of the true state of af 
fairs tn a country so intelligent as Am- 
erica, and it is also difficult to be- 
lieve that the imp'-es.sion created by 
the Miss Stone aflair could have so 
prejudiced the American press."
